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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-21 are pending in the instant application and have been examined. 

Priority 

2. Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(aHd), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ahlberg et al., US 6,587.836. 

As for claim 12, Ahlberg teaches a service utilizing terminal (fig. 2 element 20, 
fig. 7 element 204, col. 5 lines 33-39, 40-65, col. 8 lines 14-28) for, based on a response 
transmitted to the authentication requesting terminal for the second service (fig. 7 
element 202: User Auth & Entitlements, col. 8 lines 28-35, col. 9 lines 10-29), receiving 
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provision of a second service (fig. 1 1 , element 282 a.b.c.d, element 284, col. 9 lines 10- 
29), the service utilizing terminal comprising a second message transmitting means for 
transmitting a message for utilization of the second service (fig. 7 element 202: Sys 
Adm Server), based on a permission response received by the authentication 
requesting tenninal (fig. 7 element 202: User Auth & Entitlements, col. 24 lines 1-5, 47- 
55); wherein the message is based on a permission response received by the 
authentication requesting tenninal from the service verifying system (fig. 7 element 202: 
User Auth & Entitlements, col. 24 lines 1-5, 47-55). 

As for claim 13, Ahlberg teaches the service utilizing terminal according to Claim 
12, further comprising additional information storing means for storing additional 
information used for utilization of the second service (fig. 2 element 20, fig. 7 element 
204, col. 5 lines 33-39, 40-65, col. 8 lines 14-28), wherein the message transmitted by 
the second message transmitting means is further based on the additional information 
in the additional information storing means (col. 24 lines 1-14). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-11 and 14-21 are allowed. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The closest prior art in the field, Ahlberg, does not teach the combination of 
features set forth in the independent claims, particularly including the arrangement of 
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the applicant of a service utilizing means, a service availability means, and an 
authentication means in the provision of a first and second service, and the method 
steps for their use.
